Musician says Public Revived 
Interest in Classical Music 
In Recent Years 
eS 
By Allen Goddard 

“The American public has very de- 
cidedly increased its demand for the 
musical classics in the last twenty 
years,” was the statement of Charles 
Wakefield: Cadman in an _ interview 
after his recent conecrt. 

The famous creator of song melody 
for the American stage, and one who 
has been termed the originator of 
American folk songs, leaves an im- 
pression on an audience which is not 
seen forgotten. His simple yet effec- 
tive presentation of Indian melodies 
mingled with typical American com- 
positions as “At Dawning” and “From 
the Land of the Sky 
bring forth periodic outbursts of ap- 
plause and.a general murmer. of ap- 
preciation from the audience. 

Significant among-his remarks con- 
cerning the American Indians was his 
mention of the fact that in contrast 
to the white man’s method of noc- 
turnal love-making, the Indian lover 
“steals to his maid at dawning,” 
plays a wooden flute, and woes her 
in the early morning, 

Backstage, Mr. Cadman is almést 
as impressive in his ordinary conver- 
sation as he is in his stage appear- 
ance. Short, slender, wiry, and slight- 
ly nervous, not outstanding from 
a physical viewpoint, yet his genial 
nature, readiness to answer questions, 
absence of affected mannerisms, and 
rapid, forceful conversation demon- 
strate his pleasing personality. 

In answer to the question as to 
what a composer needs for a sucess- 
ful career besides the imborn trait 
of native genius, he replied, “The 
gift of melody.” Whatever else a 
musician possesses, he must have a 
sense of melody and the proper un- 
derstanding of harmonious notes.” 

“The public’s demand for the clas- 
sics will probably be increased to a 
much greater extent in the future,” 
he continued. “The grammar school 
pupils have received very little in- 
struction in thee appreciation of 
music. When they enter high school 
or college they take the course in 
harmony and music appreciation and 
consider themselves well-informed. 
Serious efforts should be made on 
the part of the teachers in the sec- 
ond and third grades for the proper 
training of the pupils in the funda- 
mentals of music.”
